LONDON CHAMBER ¢ )F COMMERCE. 


REVIEW OF VALUABLE WORK, 


At the annual general meeting of the London 
Chamber of Commorce, Mr. Charles Charleton, 
tho chairman, 10 proposing the adoption of the 
report and accounts, congratniated the Chamber 
on having completed Jast year sn axistence of & 
quarter of 8 contury, and being entitled to 
rank ou its own, merits among the eatablizhed 
institutions of the metropolis. He had the 
the preater satisfaction io making this atate- 
ment because thera were ewhstantial indieations 
of ita progres and prnpertty, They had 
inereased the number o! meetings, aud, despite 
the higher rates of gubseription authorised iu 
1904, — their membership alsa, while their 
revenue had improved 80 satisfactorily that for 
tho first. time for many years thoy earricd 
forward a substantial balanes oo the year’s 
working, amounting to £1,4'7 58. 74 «(The 
sphere of their activities was so large that 
it was impossible to particularise “withio 
reasonable limits all the. subjects that 
had engaged, their attention oh. the whole of 
tho practical, results attained, Hea would like to 
point out that ‘the services rendered by the 
Chamber were not merely local but Jmperial, 
not merely National but International, and while 
he hoped they had. not been anomindfal of 
sectional or individual intrest, they had alzo 
one something for the promotion of those broad 
commercial questions which'in the absenco of 
such an institution as that, repressoting all 
pranches of trade, commerce, and industry, could 
not Lave been ad nately dealt with, Last year 
they organised au! carried through in Londor 
the sixth Congress of. Chambers of Commércs 
of the Empire, which was a moans of eliciting 
the moat ‘valuable expressions of opinion on 
matters of common interest from commercial 
men who attended from all parts of the Empire, 


| including the question of commercis] relations 


between the Mother Country and the Colonies. 
The Londen | Chamber's ‘delegates were 
instructed to be nentral on this subject, 
but the majority of the dolegates of other 
Chombers were in favour of _ preferential 


precise inatrootions st future congressas and 
mevtinge, (Hear, hear.) The scratiny of 
yotes showed that: 1,077 members were in 
agreemeut with Mr. Faithfull Begg’s resolu: 
tion in favour of Tariff Reform and 172 
momlors wero against. (Cheers) Besides 
promoting the eauge of Imperial unity tho 
Chamber bad in varions woys cultivated closer 
relations’ with friendly European contries, 
including Frauce, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Rumania, and the Balkan States. Not only had 
they eutertained their commercial represevta- 
tives, but in return they had ext ended hospitality 
to represent alives of that sud other Chambors 
who visited their respective countries. Such 
friandly interchango must ba productive of mucb 
ood, (Hoar, hear.) Ao important feature ip 
the Chamber's work was in promoting, oppos- 
Jug, oar modifying Bila in’ P.rliament 
affecting commercial interests, ond notwith: 
“standing adverse conditions in the House of 
tomimons the results were nol unsatisfactory. 
The Prevention of Corruption Act, which they 
}nd advocated for years past, hind been placed 
on the Statnte Book, and was now in operation, 
‘A useful amendment to the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act prohibiting conditionally the employ- 
ment of alion pilots in British waters, to whic! 
they had heen actively opposed, Was also pass:d. - 
(Hear, bear.) They . took part in the 
oppositions. to certain provisions of the 
Workmen's Compeveation Act, which would 
come into operation on Ju'y 1 neat, and should 
be taking steps in the meantime to advise 
their members in regard to rates of insurances 
and reasonable couditions in policies. ‘They 
had also something to say on the Trades 
Divputes Bill pnd the Census of Production 
Bilt which passed, and were under special 
obligations to Lord ‘Avebury aud Sir Albert 
Spicer for action they took. on their behalf. 
Last, but not leas’, iba Charuber coutinued 
ita active Laterest in proposed logielation on the 
Port of London’ question, “They opposed the 
Bills promoted hy-the London aod India and 
Mill wall Dock Companics and the Thames 
Barrage Committee, neither of which nllimntely 
‘passed, and they were also reprerented on Lord 
Deshorough’s Committee to consider a scheme 
for a Port Anthority. More important still 
the President of the Board of “Trade invited! 
the. Chamber: to stato its views us to what 
legislation was desirable, They called a general 
meating of the Chamber in November to cons 
sider 6 resolution passed by the Council 
suggesting in outline the representations which 
sbonld bo made to the Presi nt of the Board of 
‘Trude, but bofore a conclusion wes arrived at 
Mr. Lloyd George ‘annonnoed that the Govern- 
ment did not propose to legialate in the session 
of 1907, The resolution finally adopted by the 
Chamber was that recommended by the Council. 
They had now taken steps! to oppose the Bill 
deposited by the Dock Company, and a 
deputation from the Chamber had heen received 
by the President of the Board of Trade.
